For escape in case of fire, windows should 
be large and low enough to climb through, and easily 
opened, even by children. 
. Doors. A closed, tight-fitting solid door is good fire 
protection, especially for bedrooms. Sleep with bedroom 
doors closed, unless hallway to bedrooms can be closed 
off from the rest of the house. 
Walls. 
Plaster-surfaced 
walls 
and 
gypsum, 
cement-asbestos and other non-combustible wallboards 
will not spread flame. 
. “Firestopping.” This means having barriers between 
wall studs, floor joists, ceiling rafters, stringers, etc. 
Firestopping can block or slow passage of smoke, heat 
and flame. 
. Furnaces. Oil, gas and coal furnaces all need air to 
permit proper combustion. Allow adequate clearance 
from wails and ceilings around furnace and flue pipes, 
and be sure all heating equipment is properly installed, 
regularly serviced, and equipped with required safety dress well, 
devices. 
. Electrical Safety. All electrical work should be done 
by qualified electricians in accordance with provisions of 
the National Electrical Code. 
“Keep the home fires burning,” says NFPA, but be 
sure to confine those fires to the furnace and the 
fireplace where they belong.

red planet. Because the Martian 
environment is extremely harsh, 
it is agreed that any organisms 
that might be found there would 
be microbial. 
Laboratory experiments have 
shown 
that certain terrestrial 
organisms can live in a simulated 
Martian environment. Primitive 
forms of life are remarkably 
adaptable: Microorganisms are 
found near the top of Mount 
Everest, and others thrive in hot 
springs where the temperature is 
near the boiling point of water. 
Intense ultraviolet radiation and 
the scarcity, if not absence, of 
water 
are 
the 
two 
greatest 
imnediments to the existence ot 
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life on Mars. Neither condition, 
however, necessarily forecloses 
the possibility of finding life 
there. 
Still another life-inhibiting 
aspect of Mars is the small 
amount of free oxygen in the 
p l a n e t ’ s 
a t m o s p h e r e . 
N evertheless, 
anaerobes 
organisms capable of living in 
the absence of free oxygen - 
could 
survive

enviro n m en t. 
There 
are 
a 
number of types of anaerobic 
bacteria on earth. 
A round trip to Mars would 
be vastly more difficult than 
journeying to the moon and 
back. 
A 
major 
problem 
is 
distance. While orbiting around 
earth, the moon remains at a 
relatively 
fixed 
distance 
- 
between 221,000 and 252,000 
miles - from the planet. But the 
distance between Mars and earth 
varies 
g rea tly , 
principally 
because each planet moves in a 
different orbit around the sun. 
The dosest approaches of 
Mars to earth occur when the 
two planets are in opposition -- 
that is, when they are so aligned 
that a straight line would pass 
from the sun through earth and 
through Mars, in that order. 
Since Mars takes almost twice as 
long -- 687 days — to orbit the 
sun as does earth, the planets are 
in opposition only once every 
two years and seven weeks. 
Moreover, the orbit of Mars 
is markedly more elliptical than 
that of earth.

COLUMBIA — A new breed 
of medical students? Activists? 
According to the cover story

month, the healers are becoming 
activists, although by the more

America’s 
undergraduate 
revolution the stirrings of the 
medical students seem relatively 
quiet. 
That 
holds 
true 
for

U n i v e r s i t y 
of 
Missouri- 
Columbia. 
“We have an exciting and 
diversified group in this year’s 
entering medical school class,” 
says Dr. Mitchell J. Rosenholtz, 
assistant dean for student affairs. 
“ Activists? Yes, clearly the 
numbers increase each year in 
the sense of deeper interest and 
commitment to the need for 
meaningful changes in our social, 
health 
care, 
and educational 
systems. But not in the distorted 
sense used by some that is 
automatically equated by them 
to anarchists,” Dr. Rosenholtz 
continues. 
One of the entering students 
says, “It is principally a kind of 
idealism that makes me want to 
study medicine. I hope that 
science still needs idealists.” 
Nearly two- thirds of the first 
year class majored in biological 
sciences 
and 
another 
dozen 
concentrated 
on 
chemistry 
and/or math, but the majority 
stressed that they “ like people 
and want to help humanity” as 
their main reason for seeking a 
medical career. 
More than half the class has 
spent some time working as 
hospital orderlies, nurses’ aides, 
laboratory 
technicians 
and 
assistants to test their reactions 
to hospitals or to supplement 
their income. 
A surprisingly large number 
of 
the 
group 
has 
tutored, 
disadvantaged 
students 
in 
ghettos or helped handicapped 
c h i l d r e n 
through 
Scout 
programs, 
church 
work, and 
Upward Bound type programs. 
There’s an abundance of Eagle 
Scouts in the entering class. 
Ninety- three of the 100 new 
students are Missourians, and the 
seven from out-of- state have 


close Missouri ties. Thirty- eight

from the Kansas City area and

AS A MEMBER of the security police force, John J. 
Maher guards the main entrance of the Seneca Army 
Depot in Romulus, New York. You might not even 
notice the loss of his left arm below the elbow (a loss 
sustained in World War II) because he has a prosthetic 
device that enables him to perform all the duties of a 
civilian guard. He drives the usual patrol vehicles and he 
changes tires when necessary. He is adept in loading, 
unloading, and firing the revolver he carries as a 
requirement of a policeman’s job.

Jumbo Jets: New Era In Travel

Washington- The advent of 
the B-747, Boeing Co.'s new 
“ Jumbo jet” air transport, will 
mark the beginning of a new era 
in air 
travel. The mammoth 
plane, fitted out to carry 362 
passengers in a roomy seating 
plan, will take off on its first 
commercial flight, New York - 
London- Frankfurt, on Dec. 15. 
Introduction of the big jet into 
daily service on other routes will 
soon follow: New York - Paris 
on Dec. 18, New York - London 
night flight, Dec. 22 ; West Coast 
airports to Honolulu in January 
and to Tokyo in February.

By DAVID LAWRENCE 
Fifty years ago- on Sept. 25, 
1 9 1 9 -

Woodrow 
Wilson 
delivered 
at 
Pueblo, 
Colo., what turned out to be the 
last speech of his Western tour. 
For nearly three weeks he had 
pleaded each day for the support 
of American public opinion to 
secure ratification by the United 
States Senate of the treaty of 
peace ending World War I which 
had been signed earlier in the 
year at Paris.

provided also for the creation of

League of Nations. This 
aroused the antagonism o f a 
large segment of the population 
which 
had 
been

by 
misguided critics to believe that 
the organization would be a 
“world government” and would 
continually involve the United 
States in foreign wars. 
T he 
arguments 
o f 
the 
“ isolationists” 
at 
the 
time 
resemble those being being made 
today 
inside 
and 
outside 
or 
Congress. We hear much talks, 
calling into question the right of a 
Chie f 
Executive 
to 
make 
“ commitments” in the normal 
course of diplomatic relations, 
and 
th e 
w h o le 
situation 
nowadays 
has 
many 
aspects 
which are like those of 50 years 
ago. 
President Wilson spoke of the 
possibility of another world war. 
He declared that if the United 
States did not include in its 
ratification the section of the 
peace treaty which contained 
the League of Nations Covenant, 
th e 
proposed 
international 
organization 
would 
be 
left 
without the power and influence 
of a great nation and would 
therefore be ineffective. 
This 
writer, 
as 
a 
news 
correspondent, had been in Paris 
covering the peace conference in 
1919 and was a member of the 
p r e s s 
c o r p s 
o n 
t h e 
transcontinental 
trip 
of 
the 
President. Mr. Wilson’s words at 


Pueblo were prophetic. He said: 
“ Unless you get the united, 
concerted purpose and power of 
the Great Governments of the 
world behind this settlement, it 
will fall down like a house of 
cards. There is only one power 
to put behind the liberation of 
mankind, and that is the power 
of mankind. It is the power of 
the united moral forces of the 
world, and in the Covenant of 
the League oT Nations the moral 
forces 
of 
the 
world 
are 
mobilized... 
“And what do they unite 
for? They enter into a solemn 
promise to one another that 
they will never use their power 
against 
one 
another 
for 
aggression; that they never will 
impair the territorial integrity of 
a neighbor; that they never will 
interfere 
with 
the 
political 
independence of a neighbor; that 
they will abide by the principle 
that 
great 
populations 
are 
entitled to determine their own 
destiny and that they will not 
interfere with that destiny; and 
that no matter what differences 
arise amongst them they will 
never resort to war without first 
having done one or other of two 
things, 
either 
submitted 
the 
matter 
o f 
controversy 
to 
arbitration - in which case they 
agree to abide by the result 
without question- or submitted 
it to the consideration of the 
council 
of 
the 
League 
of 
Nations, 
laying 
before 
that 
council all the documents, all 
the facts.” 
There was in the Covenant of 
the 
League 
of Nations 
a 
provision called “ Article X” in 
which 
members 
agreed 
to 
“ respect and preserve as against 
external aggression the territorial 
integrity and existing political 
independence of all members of 
the League.” 
This was a pledge that the 
nations of the world would join 
together to protect the right of 
self- determination and the right 


of every people to maintain their 
political independence free from 
interference 
by 
any 
other 
country; 
Despite 
President 
Wilson’s 
fervent pleas, the United States 
did not become a member of the 
League o f Nations, nd it was 
only after World War II that this 
c o u n t r y 
joined 
in 
the 
establishment 
of 
the 
United 
Nations. But the U.N. Charter 
does not have in it the same 
provisions 
of restraint 
which 
were in the League Covenant. 
Unfortunately, 
the 
United 
Nations today has not assured 
united action against aggressors. 
Just a few days ago, President 
Nixon in an address to the U.N. 
General Assembly appealed for 
cooperation 
in 
ending 
the 
Vietnam war. He said: 
“ In the name of peace, I urge 
all of you here — representing 
126 nations - to use your best 
diplomatic efforts to persuade 
Hanoi to move seriously into the 
negotiations which could end 
this war. The steps we have 
taken have been responsive to 
views expressed in this room, 
and we hope that views from 
this organization may also be 
influential in Hanoi. If these 
efforts are successful, this war 
can end.” 
T he 
Vietnam 
war 
has 
resulted from acts of aggression 
by the North Vietnamese, aided 
and abetted by the Soviets and 
the Red Chinese. If there were 
an international alliance capable 
o f 
wielding 
the 
economic 
weapons of the nations of the 
world, there would be no wars. 
We 
have 
not learned the 
lessons of the last half- century. 
A rereading of history will show 
that the biggest single deficiency 
in the world today is the absence 
of 
a 
powerful 
international 
organization such as Woodrow 
Wilson 
championed 
50 
years 
ago.

Mahalitia’s 
Centenary 


i nursday (Oct, 2) marked 
the 100th anniversary of the 
birth of Mohandas Karamchand 
In a day when war, violence, 
stridency, and disorder appear to 
be the norm in human affairs, the 
frail 
apostle 
of 
nonviolence, 
Mahatma Gandhi, is an appealing 
figure. Yet like Christ before 
him, Gandhi’s simple message of 
reason and love is not likely to 
be heeded until an apocalypse. 
Such is the fate of saints. 
Special 
ironies 
attend 
the 
commemoration of his 100th 
birthday in an India that, in the 
words 
of 
Joseph 
Lelyveld, 
“ manages to regard him as both 
inspiring and irrelevant.” 
India 
today 
is 
rent 
with 
religious and class divisions that 
keep her always on the brink of 
some 
great 
catastrophe 
or 
upheaval. 
Rioting 
between 
Moslems and Hindus that began 
on Sept. 17 in Gujarat State - 
Gandhi’s birthplace -- is reported 
to have taken at least 350 lives 
and 
wounded hundreds. And 
Gandhi’s tactic of nonviolent 
disobedience has lost its force, 
temporarily at least, all over the 
world. 
Gandhi was born on Oct. 2, 
1869, at Porbandar in Western 
India of a Hindu family. His 
father was chief minister of one 
of the Gujarat states. Young 
Gandhi seemed destined for a 
lucrative 
legal 
practice 
after 
studying law and elocution in 
London for three years. 
In 1893 
he 
embarked for 
South Africa to work for an 
Indian law firm in that country. 
Shocked by the plight of the 
Indians there, he decided 
to 
abandon his practice and devote 
his whole energies to public 
work. In 1914 Gandhi returned 
to India to begin a campaign for 
self-government, armed with the 
civil disobedience tactics that he 
had employed in South Africa. 
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Independence for a divided 
India, however, led in 1947 to 
in te n sifie d 
religious 
strife 
between Hindus and Moslems. A 
Hindu extremist, knowing that 
so long as Gandhi lived India 
c o u l d 
never 
b e c o m e 
a 
Hindu-dominated 
state, fatally 
shot the Mahatma (“ great soul”) 
as he was walking to his daily 
prayer 
meeting 
in 
a 
Delhi 
garden, Jan. 30, 1948. He had 
converted the British - but not 
his own people. 
Gandhi's insistence on the 
humanity of one’s adversaries 
gained 
followers 
because, 
as 
psychiatrist 
Erik 
H. 
Erikson 
points out, “people do respond 
to an appeal to their soul.” To 
Gandhi, every resort to violence 
showed a failure to hold on to 
the matchless weapon of truth. 
“Truth stands, even though 
there be no public support,” he 
declared 
in HARIJAN. “ It is 
self-sustained. Truth is perhaps 
the most important name of 
God. In fact it is more correct to 
say that Truth is God than to 
say that God is Truth.” 
Albert Einstein, speaking of 
Gandhi, said: “Generations to 
come, it may be, will scarce 
believe that such a one as this 
ever in flesh and blood walked 
upon this earth.” Martin Luther 
King, 
Jr., 
applied 
Gandhi’s 
philosophy to the Negro civil 
rights, struggle, saying that it 
presented his opposition with “ a 
technique that they don’t know 
what to do with” and which 
“ baffles and astounds” them. 
What 
the gentle Mahatma 
c a l l e d 
the 
" d e stru c tiv e 
propensities” of man again are in 
the 
ascendancy. 
But 
Gandhi 
never doubted 
that the final 
victory would go to those who 
believed with him that militant 
nonviolence, though negative in 
form, was a positive principle.
